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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Conrad does not teach 
or suggest setting a tinner as recited in the claims. The Examiner respectfully does not agree and maintains the views previously 
presented. In the Final Rejection mailed 9 August 2006, the Examiner explained that setting a timer is not disclosed in Conrad but would 
have been obvious in view of the level of knowledge of one of ordinary skill for the motivations and advantages regarding such a 
modification noted on page 7 of the Action. The Examiner maintains these views and logical reasoning why the claims recite an invention 
that would have been obvious in view of the teachings of Conrad and the knowledge of one skilled in the art.
